More About those Lllegal War- 
rants of Governor Bullock. 


Editor Constitution: A correspondent 
appears in your issue, yesterday morning, 
signing himself “ Breviter,” asking why 
Dr. Angier does not test the legality of 
some of the warrants which are being 
drawn in favor of certain lawyers for pro- 
fessional services to the State. Your cor- 
respondent is evidently a lawyer, and as 
he presumes to advise the Treasurer. why 
does he not advise him properly? Ile ad- 
vises him to go into the Courts and test 
these warrants. Why does not Breviter 
advise the Treasurer to submit the war- 
rants to the Attorney General, and take his 
written legal opinion wpon them? The 
Treasurer has admitted in private that he 
ius paid illegal warrants, and the people 
would like to know if it was by the advice 
of the law officer of the State. If so. the 
Attorney General (being 1 bonded officer) 
should be sued upen his *boénd for the 
amount thus illegally paid out by his ad- 
vice. If, on the other hand, these war- 
rants, adinitted by the Treasurer to be ille- 
gale are paid by the Treasurer without 
secking the advice of the law officer of the 
State, then the Treasurer should be sued on 
his bond for the amount ot said warrants, 
paid out by the Treasurer without author- 
ity. The people are tired of hearing from 
the Treasurer every few days, that illegal 
warrants are being paid out of the Treas- 
ury. Itis time that this depletion of the 
Treasury should be stopped. If the Treas- 
urer is not to blame, then the Attorney 
General is to blame, and whichever is to 
blame is responsible on his bond,and should 
be held responsible; thé money should be 
recovered and put back into the Treasury. 
Breviter should advise the Treasurer to 
quit paying money ont of the Treasury on 
warrants he admits.to be illegal, and. where 
he has doubts as to thelegality of warrants, 
to apply for the written opinion of the 
Attorney General. If this course be pur- 
sued, the Treasurer is protected, and the 
Attorney General and his bondsmen will be 
responsible for all the money paid out of 
the Treasury illegally by his advice.

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Cotton Supply. 


At a late Planter’s Convention in Mem- 
phis. some interesting discussion and im- 
portant facts were elicited upon the sub- 
ject of the world’s supply of cotton. It 
seems that there are only a few countries 
which can produce cotton with a fiber 
strong and long enough for warp, and that 
Indian, , Egyptian, and South Aumicrican 
cotton is‘used almost exclusively for filling, 
sincé it is short and rough, something like 
wool. ' The immense demand for eotton. 
even for filling, is to be gathered from the 
fact that the English have constructed, in 
India, within 16 years, 3,943 miles of rail- 
way, mainly trunk lines, while 1,666 miles 
are in the process of construction. and this 
is mainly for the purpose of developing the 
cotton culture and getting the crop to mar- 
ket. The production of India cotton in 
1866, the most fruitful year, was 1,840,648 
bales of less than 350 pounds each, and the 
yield was a bale for nine acres; but in rais- 
ing this product grain crops were neglect- 
ed, and it is said that over a million of souls 
perished. Hence the culture has been on 
the decline. ‘Egypt produted last year, for 
exportation to England, 193,000 bales, 
while Turkey and Greece sent 12,000 bales. 
In 1864 the countries of the Levant com- 
menced growing cotton “extensively, and 
eyen fig and other fruit trees: were cut 
down to obtain suitable land, butnow none 
is raised except for domestic use. Brazil 
produced last year 195,000 bales and thein- 
crease for the year was 65,000 bales, while 
the whole crop from South America and 
the West Indies was 253,500. bales, It is to 
be noted that the increase mentioned isnot 
equal to the deficiency in India. In all 
theseoumtries, with, perhaps, the excep. 
tion of the West Indies, irrigation is an 
absolute necessity in growing cotton, and 
this condition, of course, limits the produc- 
tion and-adds to the cost. The general

Henry Ward Beecher’s Farming. 


BY MARK TWAIN. 


Mr. Beecher’s farm consists of thirty-six 
acres, and is carried on on strict scientific 
principles. He never puts in any part of 
a crop without consulting his book. He 
plows and reaps and digs and sows accord- 
ing to the best authorities—and the au- 
thorities cost more than the other farming 
implements do. As soonas the library is 
|complete, the farm will begin to be a prof- 
itable investment. But book farming has 
its drawbacks. Upon one. occasion, when 
it’ seemed morally Certain that the hay 
ought to be cut, the hay book could not be 
found—and before it was found it was too 
late and the hay was all spoiled. Mr. 
Beecher raises some of the finest crops of 
wheat in the country, but the unfavorable 
difference between the cost of producing 
it and its market value after it is produced 
has interfered considerably with its success 
as a commercial enterprise. His special 
weakness is hogs, however. He thinks hogs 
the best game a farm produces. He buys 
the original pig for a dollar and a half, and 
feeds him forty dollars worth of corn, and 
then sells him about nine dollars. This 
is the only crop.he ever makes any money 
on. He loses on the corn, but he makes sey- 
en dollars and a halfonthe hog. He does 
not mind this, because he never expects to 
make anything on corn anyway. And any 
way it turns out, he has the excitement of 
raising the hog, anyhow, whether he gets 
the worth of himornot. His strawberries 
would be a comfortable success if the rdb- 
ins would eat turnips, but they won’t, and 
hence the difficulty. 

One of Mr. Beecher’s most harrassing 
difficulties in his farming operations comes 
of the close resemblance of different sorts 
of seeds to each other. Two yearsago, his 
far-sightedness warned him that there was 
going to be a great scarcity of water mel- 
ons, and, therefore, he put in a — of 
twenty-seven acres of that fruit. ut 
when they came up, they turned out to be 
pumpkins, and a dead logs was the conse- 
quence. Sometimesa portion of his crop 
gc:e3into the ground the most promising 
sweet potatoes, and comes up the infernal- 
est carrots—though I never heard him ex- 
press it justinthat way. When he bought 
his farm he found one egg in every hen’s 
nest on the place. He said that here was 
just the reason why so many farmers fail- 
edi—they scattered their forces too much— 
concentration was the idea. So he gath- 
ered those together and put them under 
one experienced old hen. The hen roosted 
over that contract night and day for eleven 
weeks, under the anxious personal super- 
vision of Mr. Beecher himself, but she could 
not “phase” thoseeggs. Why? Because 
they were those infamous porcelain things 
which are used by ingenious and fraudu- 
lent farmers as “nest eggs.” But perhaps 
Mr. Beecher’s most disastrous experience 
was the time he tried to raise an immense 
crop of dried apples. He planted fifteen 
hundred dollars’ worth, but never a one of 
them sprouted. He has never been able to 

hderstand, to this day, what was the mat- 
ér with those apples. 

Mr. Beecher’s farm is not a triumph. 
It would be easier on him if he worked it 
on shares with some one; but he ean not 
find anybody who is willing to stand half 
}the expense, and not many that are able. 
Still, -persistence in any cause is bound 
to succeed. He wasa very inferior farmer 
when he first began, but a prolonged 
and unflinching assault upon his agricul- 
tural difficulties has has - 
last, and he is now fast rising from afflu- 
ence to poverty.

RicuMmonp, Oet. 5.—-The Legislature con- 
vened at noon, with a full attendance in 
the House. <A temporary organization 
was effected, with Wm.

sel, with intent to cruise and commit hos- 
tilities against the people of Spain, in vio- 
lation of the statutes of the United States, 
and an act of Congress of the 20th of 
April, 1818. The Government not press- 
ing the matter, the parties were not re- 
quired to give bonds for the appearance at 
the time specified, but were placed in cus- 
tody. United States Marshal, Neff, who 
released them on parole on their personal 
assurance that they would not attempt to 
leave. 

The counsel for the government maie 
the point that the vessel had been fitted 
out in the United States, as charged in the 
indictment to crime, and commit hostili- 
ties against a government with which the 
United States was at peace, and to make‘it 
a prima facie case, they asked for a con- 
tinuance, to allow them time to secure the 
presence of witnesses for the government 
trom New York and Washington. The 
counsel for defendants opposed the motion 
for a continuance, contending that the 
United States had not the right to hold 
them, as the vessel was commissioned by 
a regularly organized government, the Re- 
public of Cuba; that she put in at Smith- 
ville in distress, and that it was contrary 
to the laws of nations to detain her. Com- 
missioner Rutherford decided that it was a 
prima facie case, and granted the govern- 
ment until Monday, the 11th instant, at‘ll 
o’clock, to produce witnesses.
